8. Most drugs are imported from the USSR and the Satellite countries. Imports from 
Western Europe have almost ceased; in 1950, same French drugs were on the market, 
and at present, some Swiss drugs make sporadic appearances. The import of drugs 
from the Eastern ESLoc is insufficient. 

9. The following drugs are imported £pm the Soviet Unions 

a. Penicillin, the cmly antibiotic, obtainable in very limited quantities and 
sold upon presentation of a prescription signed by three physicians j 

h. Sulphanilamides (sulphidin, red and white streptoeit, sulphaguaridin, and 
sulphasol), imported in very limited quantities and issutd only for children 
up to the age of three years; frequently they fere not available at all; 

o. Pyi’amidon, antipixdn, and salipirin, obtained in limited quantities; the 
shortage of pyramidoa is particularly felt; 

d. Of the antimaiarial drugs, quinine, atebrin, and plasmoabin are available in 
sufficient quantities, probably because of the marked decrease in the Incidence 
of malaria during the past few years; 

e. PAS (Para Amino Salicylic Add) is available in very limited quantities only and 
is distributed on the same basis as penicillin; and 

f. Salicylic acid, perhydrol, rivanol, alkaloids, oafeine, theobrcMne, and 
vaseline are among the less Important preparations obtained from the USSR. 

10. The following drugs are imported frctn Polandt 

a. Alkaloids (codein), in sufficient quantities since Galanas has also started 
producing on & small scale following local opium production; because of the 
lack of expart personnel, Bulgaria so far is not in a position to prooaas its 
opium completely and is extracting only morphine; 

b. Lanolin, in insufficient quantities; and 
o. Lignin, in Insufficient quantities. 

U. Cseokoslovakia supplies large quantities of drugs, particularly doraobrotslne. 

12. Hungary supplies mainly ultraseptil in limited quantities and certain other less 
important preparations. 

13* Eastern Germany supplies aspirin, asorban, eledron, and sulphodem in very limited 
quantities.
